They camped In squares, 
Mattering alone the long sloping bunkn 
of chairB, which stretch up to the eaves 
of the building. These patient enthu- 
sln-sts were not suffered to remain, how- 
ever, for one ticket entitled a spectator 
to but one admission, so the ofllcers 
swept along the seats, and herded tha 
populace to the doors. An hour beforet 
5 o'clock the hundreds began streaming 
In. pouring up through the entrances, 
along th.3 slopes like so many ajits from 
•dndpllet!. The convention band, which 
la a. goo'l one. filled a. half hour with 


.. operatic airs, and was received with 


hnndclapping and encores. In the In- 
tervals between the band's melodies, 
epectators tried to procure oratory by 
calling for popular favorites, and Bryan 
of Nebraska seemed to be leader In thla 


. competition. At 5:80 the committee on 
• rsuciluUons fUed into the enclosure. In 


the van was Senator Hill. As the dele- 
eates and crowds caught sight of him, 
they rone to their feet and wildly 
cheered for the New York leader. Again 
and again they cried his name, but the 
senator (luletly took bis seat, and con- 
ferred 
In subdued . tones with those 


about him, as If utterly unconscious of 
the tumult. 


Ten minutes later Chairman Daniel 


called tho convention to order, and an- 
nounced that the committee on cre- 
dentials was ready to report. The read- 
Ing clerk read the report, seating four 
ellver district delegates from Michigan, 
•which changed the complexion of the 
delegation' under the rule from gold to 
silver. Ex-Congressman 
Crosby 
of 


Massachusetts, on behalf of the minority 
of the committee, took the stage and 
earnestly protested against the decision 
of the majority. He spoke, he said, In 
behalf of IS states. "All those ofuswho 
represent the minority want," he said, 
"Is fair and decent treatment at your 
hands. We do not attempt or desire to 
Overrule the majority here, but we do 
wish to have a fair and just discussion 
and consideration of this matter, and so 
I trust that the honest sentiment of the 
convention will 'give to those sitting 
delegates the seats which they now oc- 
cupy. 


"When he had completed a brief re- 


view of the merits of the case. John H. 
Brennan. a. Wisconsin gold delegate, fol- 
lowed, with another protest. Mr. Bren- 
nau said that. In his Judgment, after 
listening to the evidence submitted to 
the committee on credentials, It rested 
on glittering generalities and conditions. 
In conclusion, he said: "Pacts are what 
you want. There was a convention In 
Detroit of 900 Democrats. It was a big, 
unwieldy gathering. There Is no record 
In the newspapers 'that any exception 
•was taken at that time. N"one was sub- 
mitted to me. I have concluded from 
the evidence that this contest originated 
three or Cour weeks ago. when it was 
ascertained that this convention would 
be ruled by a certain majority, and I 
have become acaualnted with that ma- 
jority, and I appeal to its honesty 
and fairness." Mr. Brennan warned the 
convention o£ the- danger involved in 
tnJs decision. 


A. J. 


Governor McLaurin of Mississippi 


also came to the defense of the commit- 
tee. 
He made a careful review of the 


facts, to show that tho will of the- Dem- 
ocrats of Michigan did not prevail in 
the state convention. Pour hundred and 
twenty-four of the TS3 delegates to 'the 
convention, he said, were instructed for 
free silver. 
He described the alleged 


methods pursued by the administra- 
tion's agents to overrule this expressed 
will of the people, and declared that 
they were under instruction;, to carry 
Michigan for "gold and the administra- 
tion." 


Delegate F. M. Taylor of Arkansas de- 


fended the course'of the majority of the 
committee. He.declared that the seat- 
ir.g of the gold delegation from Michigan 
was a most outrageous wrong, which 
the convention should right- 


Joseph 
E. Salisbury of Delaware, 


whose ancestry runs through all Amer- 
ican history, protested against the ma- 
jority report. He was elected as a sil- 
ver delegate, he sa'id, but he believed 
the sittine delegates from Michigan 
were entitled to their seats. • "I protest," 
he shouted emphatically, "that this la 
not the place to wash the dirty linen of 
state factions." 


After Salisbury stepped to the front 


of the platform, a stalwart young man, 
who said: "Gentlemen: I am the man 
they say stole Michigan," and said it In 
a tone that rang to the rafters. This de- 
fiant introduction caught the fancy of 
the multitude. "Name, name." the gal- 
leries cried. "Stevenson," the young 
man yelled. His full name was Elliot 
G. Stevenson; he is the law partner of 
President Cleve-and's friend, and one 
time cabinet aide to Don. Dickinson, and 
the man, 'who is accused by the silver 
men with, rounding up 400 federal office- 
holders to: swing the Detroit convention 
for gold. Defiantly he told the conven- 
tion f'iat th«y bad no right to turn out 


delegates aided by a sovereign instate; 
that by doing so It would establish a 
precedent that would return to dumn It, 
and to-these declarations wore returned 
cries, "Right you are." 
! 


The fact that the gold sentiment pre- 


dominated In the audience, or that an 
American crowd Is Invariably with the 
under dog, brought Mr. Stevenson more 
aiiplnuse than his predecessors when ho 
walked from the platform. 


"Blue-eyed Billy" Sheehan, who was 


lieutenant governor of New York for 
fcur years, and who is consldeded one 
of the pa&c grand commanders of poll- 
tics, next spoke. 
He, too, protested 


against unseating the gold delegates. 
His intimate knowledge of political 
precedents 'enabled him to make a 
strong argument against regularity of 
the contesting delegates. He declared 
that the purpose of the sljyer men of the 
convention was to secure a majority of 
the Michigan delegation in order to vote 
them as a unit for silver and thus In- 
crease their majority to the requisite 
two-thirds to nominate. "You fear." 
he said, "that you may bo obliged to 
abrogcte the time-honored two-thirds 
rule If you do not do this. I appeal to 
you to stay your hand. This conven- 
tion was befrun in revolution; In God's 
name do not end It In revolution." With 
this parting shot, Mr. Eheehan retired. 


TTU.LI.iM T. BHKEnAJT. 


His place was taken by J."\v. Blake of 


Texas, who made a violent speech in 
favor of seating the silver men. He 
charged that It was notorious that the 
Michigan convention had been packed 
and manipulated by office holders. "The 
whole, infernal delegation should, in my 
opinion, be turned out," he said, ear- 
nestly. 


Delegate Knight, one of the Michigan 


ellver delegates, replied to Mr. Steven- 
son. 
He said that It was notorious that 


the silver men elected a'majority of 200 
to the Michigan convention. "As soon 
as the administration at Washington 
ascertained this fact," he continued. 
"Mr. Steverwon was hastily summoned 
to Washington for a conference with the. 
great chief." 


'I say He," yelled Mr. Stevenson, 


mounting a chair and facing the dele- 
gate. There Is not one word, of truth 
In that statement.." 


Mr. McKnlght Insisted on his state- 


ment, «a.nd proceeded to describe the 
methods by which the control of the 
convention had been wrested from them. 
In conclusion, he predicted that Michi- 
gan would give 25,000 Democratic ma- 
jority .!£ a tree silver platform was 
adopted. 


The Michigan delegates were becom- 


ing wearisome, 
so when 
Delegate 


Brucker, from that state, began to talk', 
the people began to cry for a vote. Mr. 
Brucker, however, stirred them toayell, 
by declaring that while lie had always 
been a free silver man, he believed the 
sllverltes had enough 'delegates to elect 
s. free silver president, on a free sliver 
platform, without committing highway 
robbery. 


Charles S. Thomas, the Colorado mem- 


ber of the national committee, spoke in 
a. similar strain, saying thut the conven- 
tion could not commit a gi'oator wrong 
than to nominate a candidate who did 
not represent the wishes of the ma- 
jority. Such a wrong would be to over- 
turn the officially expressed wishes of 
a sovereign state. Mr. Thomas thought 
that virtue, which discovered so late 
that it had been outraged, should be 
looked upon with suspicion. 


Judge O. tV. Powers of.Utah followed. 


He inquired why, if the cause of the 
gold delegates from Michigan was Just. 
they were proposing to barter their 
votes for seats In the convention, and 
vote for a gold candidate. 


State Senator O'Grady of New "York 


punctuated a speech for gold delegates 
with violent gestures, which did not 
avail to secure him close attention. 


Senator O'Grady was Just beginning 


to be listened to when the thread of his 
argument was harshly interrupted by 
the first fight of th» convention. It was 
started by a stalwart policeman, who, 
through mistaken diligence, pounded 
upon a delegate from Illinois, who was 
attempting to enter the section allotted 
to the delegates. A small riot seemed on 
hand, until 'the chairman pressed the 
button, which signalled LhG band to, play. 
Senator O'firarty coolly paced the' plat-' 
form, with hands In his trousers pocke>5 i 
while the band played, and "when h- 
could make himEelf heard, remarked 
that he never had been able to speak in 
a convention without starting a fight. 
His exit set the hall to crying: "Vote, 
vote." 


Ex-Congressman- "Wcaclock oC Michi- 


gan, concluded the debate In behalf of 
the minority. 
Delegate 6'Donnell • of 


Colorado performed the same office for 
the majority. Just before Mr. O'Donnell 
began several hundred Bland boomers 
came up through the north entrance 
and created an enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion In favor of their candidate. 


At the 
conclusion 
of 
O'DonnelVs 


speech, amid loud cries of "Vote, vote," 
from the Impatient crowds, Chairman 
Daniel put the question, first on tho 
adoption of the majority report, to con- 
firm the sitting delegates In their title 
to the seats. The roll was called. . Ala- 
bama, the arst state called, started a 
revolt against the majority. Although 
a solid silver delegation, a challenge of 
her vote developed the fact that seven 
votes in the delegation favored the gold 
delegates. 
But. under-the unit' rule,' 


Alabama's 22 votes were cast against 
the minority report. The gold .men got j 
IJ out of California's- IS sliver votes. \ 
Indiana's silver delegation furnished 8 I 
of their 30 votes for the gold delegates. | 
Delegate Haldeman of the . Kentucky | 
delegation, by a challenge, uncovered 
2 affirmative votes • in -.that 'delegation. 
There were three votes In the Massachu- 
setts delegation for the seating the sil- 
ver delegates] and one vote also In 
Maryland. Mr. Stevenson of Michigan 
cast 28 votes of his state,'in which there 
were 12.silver votes lii favor of keeping 
the gold men In their seats. 


Gold Enthusiasm.' 
. . 


There was wild cheering when ex-Gov- 


ernor .Flower cost the'72 votes of New 
York for the minority -report. It con- 
tinued for a full minute,When the cheer- 
Ing subsequently swelled into a. roar. 
The gold delegates mounted their chajrs 
and craved their handkerchiefs, whilo 
the galleries grew perfectly frantic with 
enthusiasm. i'.Tbey shouted-, :'whlstle/J, 
their: .feet, flunx their' h&tfl 


aloft, and. turned the convention Into 
pandemonium.' The enthusiasm rose and 
fell, only to rise .again like the oncoming 
tides of the ocean. Up to that time It 
was unquestionably the most enthusi- 
astic scene of the convention. Chair- 
man Daniel tried'tosecuro order,.but the 
raps were swallowed up In the awful 
din as the crack of a. toy pistol would be 
by the roar of 'a volley of 100 guns. 


The band broke In with the strains of 


one of Sousas popular marches, but It 
had no effect on the 10,000 people.who 


j were yelling like mad. When the music 
! ceased the demonstration grew fierce. 
i The silver men were infuriated. They 
| were evidently convinced that the gal- 
| lerles were packed. 


Chairman Daniel held up his hand for 


order, but he was not heeded. He 
ordered the clerk to call the roll, but 
that official's voice could not produce 
any 
efi!ect on the whirlwind sound. 


"The chairman," he shouted, "desires to 
make a statement, and I am sure this 
Democratic convention will, listen to 
him." 


Senator Daniel, who had been facing 


the arena, with set lips and folded arms, 


' stretched out lils hand.

his chair and folded his arms again. 


Governor Altgeld secured recognition 


by the medium of a messenger sent to

;, rise to a point of order, I desire to chal- 
lenge the vote of Michigan. ,WV are 
proceeding here under- the rules of con- 
fci-ess"—his sentence was cut short here, 


j fnure definitely, was buried and over- 
| whelmed under a tempest of howls, 
groans, shrieks, hoots and hisses. It WP.S 
two or three minutes before business 
began again, and the chairman -ruled 
that the point .could not be raised until 
the rollcall finished. " Governor Altgeld 
began again—"They ask 
."

He got no 'further, the crowd over- 


whelmed him with their cries. It was 
convention mob rule. 


The silver men attempted a counter- 


demonstration when business ha'd been 
taken up again, and the favorable vote 
of Ohio was called, but their effort was 
but a feeble breath after the tempest 
for gold. The gold men took their turn 
isain when Pennsylvania's vote was 
announced for them, but they were 
satisfied with a. mild cheer. Other sil- 
ver states being challenged as the roll- 
call proceeded, showed that sliver men 
were Jumping over factional traces on 
the Issue. 


The vote was announced—G5S nays. 


3GS ayes, three not voting, one absent. 
Its announcement sat the convention 
afire with anothur tremendous flame. 
The silver men had their turn in earnest. 
The scene showed plainly the complex- 
ion of the assembly,, for this time tho 
delegates were the shouters, and the 
galleries remained silent, except in scat- 
tered paths. Down in the square'arena. 
In the center of the building, the delega- 
tions of silver states were massed on 
their chairs'in solid blocks, and so large 
was their majority that the whole offi- 
cial space seemed to be a shout. Flags 
newspapers, hats, handkerchiefs, the 
delegates seized them and waved them 
above their heads, tossed fhem high in 
the air, .swung their flags madly, and 
with all their strength and unremlt 
tingly howled.

The crowd for the second Hcsslon of tho

Jvorrule the majority here, but we do 
"WlHh to have ft fair and just discussion 
and consideration of this matter, and so 
I trust that the honest sentiment of tha 
convention will Rive to those sitting 
delegates the seats which they now oc- 
cupy. 


When he had completed a brief re- 


vlsw of the merits of the case. John H. 
r.n.'nna.i. n. Wisconsin gold delesato, fol- 
lowed, -with another protest. Mr. Brcn- 
nau said that. In his Judgment, after 
listening to the evidence submitted to 
the committee on credentials. It rested 
on glluerlnt; generalities and conditions.

His place was taken by J. "W. Blake of 


Texas, who made a violent speech Jn 
favor of seating the silver men. He 
charged that It was notorious that the 
Michigan convention had been packed 
and manipulated by office holders.

In my 
opinion, be turned out," he said, ear- 
nestly. 


Delegate Knight, one of the Michigan

Brucker, however, stirred them to a yell, 
by declaring that while he had always 
been a free silver man. he believed the 
sllverltes had enough delegates to elect 
a free silver president, on a free silver 
platform, without committing highway 
robbery. 


Charles S. Thomas, the Colorado mem-

with violent gestures, which did not 
avaJl to secure him close attention.

It was 
Btarted by a sta-Iwart policeman, who, 
through mistaken diligence, pounded 
upon a delegate from Illinois, who was 
attempting to enter the section allotted 
to the delegates. A small riot seemed on 
hand, until the chairman pressed the 
button, which signalled the band to r»l2-y- j 
Senator O'Grady coolly paced the plat-I 
form, with hnnds in his trousers pockets ' 
while the bund played, and when he 
could make himself heard, remarked1: 
that he never had been able to speak In 
a convention without starting a fi^ht. 
His exit set the F.a.11 to crying: "Vote, 
vote." 


Kx-Congre-osman Weadock of MIchi- 


gan concluded the debate in behalf of j 
the minority. 
Delegate O'Donnell ot' 


Colorado performed the same oirice for 1 
tho majority. Justbtforo Mr. O'Donnell j 
began several hundred Bland boomers 
came up through the north entrance 
and created an enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion In favor of their candidate.

Chicago, July 9.—The second days 


session of the Democratic national con- 
vention was full as lively as that ol Tues- 
day, although Httle or no business was 
done. Hogs, Blackburn, Altgeld, George i 
F. Williams and other free silver afl- j 
vocatea addressed the telegates, and 
made speeches, declaring against any 
compromise on gold, and defying the 
east. The report ot the sub-committee 
on resolutions submitted a platform to 
the full committee, v.-hlch declares for 
the unlimited coinage of sliver, at 16 to 
1, denounces the Issuance of bonds In 
times on.peace, demands that power to 
Itsue notes be taken away from na- 
tional banks, declares for tariff for rev- 
enue only, demands the enactment ot a 
constitutional amendment to permit a.n 
Income ta.-c. expresses sympathy for 
Cuban belligerents, demands restriction 
of pauper Immigration, favors liberal 
pensions to old soldiers, denounces the 
Pacific funding bill.-opposcsa third term 
for president to any rr.an, ant! denounces 
extravagance of last Republican con- 
gress. 


John P. AHgeld rr.afle the most effect- 


ive speech of the morr.lng. In Its way 
it was dangerously logical, and is a kind 
of argument which goes a long'way 
with people not grounded In the funda- 
mentals of finance. He developed with 
absolute clearness the truth that the 
general scale of prices depends upon the 
volume ot money, carefully omitting to 
show that a transition to th'e silver 
standard would Increase the volume of 
money or do anything other than change 
the pize of money.units and diminish 
the actual volume of money by Its opera- 
tion on those instruments of credit which 
depend upon stability and confledence. 
All these Intricacies were overlooked, 
and having shown what volume In 
money meant, he next described the plot 
by which this volume had been cut In 
two by the capitalistic class here and 
abroad, and the direful effects following 
for the working masses. The speech 
evoked the first really spontaneous ap- 
plause of the day, and during its de- 
livery most of the delegates, especially 
from the south, sat with mouths open 
and extreme attentiveness. 


After AHgeld, George F. Williams of 


Massachusetts was called to the ros- 
trum. A South Carolina delegate says 
that no man has impressed the south- 
erners so favorably since Robert E. Lee, 
as the young man from Massachusetts. 


The committee on credentials finally | 


decided to turn out the" gold delegates • 
from Nebraska, and was considering tho 
case of Michigan when the convention 
adjourned until 5 p. m. 


Tho Resolutions. 


After remaining In session nearly all 


right, members of the sub-committee 
on platform of the committee or. resolu- 
tions did not appear very bright when 
they filed. Into the commltteeroom yes- 
terday, to make their report to the full 
committee. As the day wore on, and 
they warmed up to their work, the 
fagged 
appearance 
of the members 


gradually disappeared from their faces, 
and by the time they concluded their 
labors, at 2 o'clock, they appeared, with- 
out exception, to be In good form, 
physically, and prepared to meet any 
demands which might be made upon 
their energy. 


The day's session continued for BVi 


hours, and was devoted to the careful 
scrutiny of the platform, as prepared] 
and reported by the sub-committee. It| 
was first read as a whole, many of the 
sections receiving applause. The docu 
ment was then taken up section by 
section, and the sections acted upon. 
There were very few changes made by 
the full committee, though many were 
offered, probably the most important 
change was .that suggested by Mr. 
Jones of New Mexico, declaring in ex- 
plicit terms 
for the admission of Xew 


Mexico and Arizona as states.. . Several 
of the sections aroused considerable 
dlacusslon, though there was com- 
paratively little ascerbity displayed. 
This was probably due to the -fact of 
the absence, during the greater part of 
the time, of the gold members of the 
committee. 


They withdrew to an adjoining private 


room early In the day and were engaged 
during the greater part of the time of 
the meeting 
In consultation among 


themselves, and in the preparation, ol 
the minority report, which they an- 
nounced their intention to present to the 
convention, though not to the full com- j 
mittee^-In announcing this intention I 
on behalf of the minority. Senator Hill 
paid . the minority did not want their 
absence or their failure to present ob- 
jections to the platform to be miscon- 
strued "as a waver, ajid If that construc- 
tion was to be given their action, they 
did not want to interfere with the prog- 
ress of the proceedings by raising ob- 
jections which they were satisfied would 
not be, entertained, and the raising o( 
which would only .prolong the session. 
This explanation would, he hoped, re- 
lieve them from the charge of bad faith. 
In-reply, .the majority said, through one 
of their number, that of course they 
would-acoept the explanation,-but they 
added Umt It was desirable that the 
committee should have the oppoaftlnn 
report before t)\em- To this, JJr. -.-H'"i 
replied that It :had not yet been pre- 
pared. The committee would be glad 
to hear the objections of the minority, 
but If they did not feel disposed to ra'alce 
[hem before th« committee they 
be excused from attendance. 


Tlie most exciting portion c" the pro- 


rcedings occurred -when a resolution 
v.'as offered by Senator Hill, endorsing 
the administration of President Cleve- 
land. Debate on thiB resolution was cut 
off by a motion made by Senator Till- 
man, but there was great interest In tha 
rollcall on the question, the members 
standing and gathering about the center 
table, with evident concern expressed 
upon their countenances. 
The gold 


minority was preaont during the rollcjLll, 
and, of course, opposed, by their votes, 
the motion to lay on the table. The 
motion prevailed, however, by a vote of 
29 to 17. 


The minority also recorded their votea 


BKalnst the adoption of the platform, aa 
a whole, the vote on the proposition 
standing 33 to 15. 


Tho Platform. 


The following Is the platform as agreed 


upon by a majority of the committee: 


We the Democrats of the United States 


In national convention assembled, do 
reaffirm our allegiance to those great es- 
sential principles of Juatlce and llbei ty 
upon which our institutions are founded, 
avid which the Democrlic party has ad- 
vocated from Jefferson's time to our 
own—freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom of concsience, the preser- 
vation, of personal rights, the equality 
ot all cltlzeno before the law and thn 
faithful observance of constitutional 
limitations. 
During all 'these years the Democratic 
party has resisted the tendency of sol- 
fish interests to the centralization of 
governmental . power, and steadfastly 
maintained the Integrity of the dual 
flyatem of government established by 
the founders of this republic of republics. 
Under its guidance and teachings the 
great principle of self government ha- 
found Its best expression In the main- 
tenance of the rights of the states and 
In Its assertion of the necessity o£ con- 
fining the general government to the 
exercise o£ the powers granted by the 
constitution of the United States. 


Hecpjrnlzing that the money system is 
paramount to all others at this time, we 
Invite attention to the fact that the fed- 
eral constitution names silver and gold 
together as the money metals of the 
Uiiited States, and that the flm coinage 
law passed by congress under the consti- 
tution made the silver dollar the mone- 
tary unit and admitted gold to free coin- 
age at a ratio based upon the silver unit, 


"We declare that the act of 1S73, de- 
monetizing silver without the knowledge 
and approval of the American people, 
has resulted In the appreciation of sold 
and a corresponding fall In tha prica of 
commodities produced by the people. 
We are unalterably opposed to mon- 


ometallism, which has locked fast the 
prosperity ot an Industrial people in 
the paralysis .of hard times. 
Gold 


monometallism Is a British policy, and 
its adoption has brought other nations 
into financial servitude to London. Et 
Is not only un-American, but anti- 
American, and it can be fastened on the 
statea only by the 
stifling of that 
spirit and love of liberty which pro- 
claimed our-political Independence In 
1776 and won it In the war of the revolu- 
tion. 
We demand the free and unlimited 
coinage ot both sold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1. without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other. nation. 
We demand that the 
standard silver dollar shall be a full legrU 
tender, equally with gold, for all debts, 
public and private and we favor such 
legislation as will prevent for the future 
the demonetization of any kind of legal 
tender money by private.contract. 
T.'e are opposed to the policy and prac- 
tice of surrendering to the holders of the 
obligations of the United States the op- 
tion reserved by law to the government 
of redeeming such obligations in either 
silver coin or gold coin. 
We are opposed to the Issuing of inter- 
est bearing bonds of the United Slates 
In time of peace, and condemn the traf- 
ficking with banking syndicates, which, 
in '.-xchange for bonds and at an enor- 
mous profit to themselves, aupply the 
federal treasury with gold to maintain 
the policy of gold monometallism. 
Congress alone has the power to coin 
or Issue money as President Jackson 
declared that this power could not bo 
delegated to corporations or Individuals. 
We therefore demand that the power to 
Issue notes to circulate as.money bo 
taken from the national banks, and that 
all paper money shall be Issued directly 
by the treasury department, be redeem- 
able in-coin and receivable for all debts, 
public and private. 


We hold that tariff duties should be 
levied for purposes of revenue, such 
duties to be so adjusted as to operate 
equally throughout the country and not 
discriminate between class--or section, 
and that taxation should be limited by 
the needs of the government, honestly 
and economically administered. 
We de- 


nounce aa disturbing to business the Re- 
publican threat to restore the McKlnley 
law. 
which has been twice'condemned 
by the people in national elections, and 
•which, enacted under the false plea ot 
protection to home industry, prox-ed a 
prolific breeder of trusts and monopolies,- 
enriched the few at the expense of tho 
many, restricted trade and deprived the 
producers of the .great American staplen 
of access to their natural markets 


Until the money question is settled wo 


Ere opposed to any agitation for further 
changes In our tariff laws, except such 
aa lire necessary to meet tha deficit in 
revenue, caused by the adverse decision 
of the supreme court on the Income tax. 
But for this decision by the supreme 
court there would be no deficit In thu 
revenues under the law passed by a 
Democratic congress. In strict pursuance 
of the uniform decisions of that court 
for nearly 100 years, that court having- 
In that decision sustained constitutional 
objections to its enactment, which had 
previously been overruled by tne ablest 
Judpea who have ever Eat on that 
ber.ah. We declare that it is the duty of 
congress to use all thp constitutional 
powar, wnioh remains after that dec!*-, 
Ion, or wbJcii may come from ita r 


by the court, as It may hereafter be con- 
r-tltuted. so that the burdens of taxa- 
tion may be .equally and impartially 
laid, to the end that wealth may bear Ita 
due proportion of the expense of the 
government. 


We hold that the most efficient way tj 
protect-American labor Is to prevent tha 
Importation of foreign labor to com- 
pete with- It In the home market and 
that the -value of the hprne market to 
our American farmers and artisans IB 
greatly reduced by a vicious monetary 
system, which [depresses the prices of 
their products below the cost of-produc- 
tlon. and thus deprives them of tha 
means of purchasing the products of our 
home manufactures. 
The absorption of wealth by the few, 
the consolidation of our leading railroad 
system, and the formation of trusts and 
pools require a stricter control'by the 
federal government of those arteries of 
commerce. We demand the enlargement 
of the powers of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and such restric- 
tions and guarantees in the control of 
railroads as will protect the people from 
robbery and oppression.. 
. We denounce the profligate waste of 
the money wrung from the people b y , 
oppressive taxation and the lavish ap- ; 
propriation .oi recent Republican con- 
gresses, which have kept taxes high, 
while the labor that pays them Is un- . 
employed and the products o° the pco- I 
pie's toll are depressed in price until 
they no longer repay the coat of produc- 
tion. • •

T.'e demand a return to that simplicity 


and economy which befits a Democratic 
government, and areduction In the num- 
ber of useless ofllces,the salaries of which 
drain the substance of. the people. 


We denounce arbitrary Interference by i 


federal authorities In local affairs as a I 
violation of the Constitution 
uf 
the 


United States and a crime against free 
Institutions, and we especially object to 
government by Injunction as a new and 
highly dangerous form of oppression by 
•which federal Judges, in contempt of tha 
laws of the Btatea and rights of citizens, 
become at once legislators, Judges and 
executioners; and we approve the bill 
passed at the last session of the United 
States senate, and now pending in tha 
house of representatives, relative to con- 
tempts in federal courts, and providing 
for trial by Jury In certain cases ot con- 
tempt. 
No discrimination should be Indulged 


In by the .government of the United 
States In Cavor of any of its debtors. 
We apprcrve of the refuaal of the Fifty- 
third congress to pass the Pacific rail- 
road funding bill, and denounce the 
effort of the present Republican congress 
to anact-a similar measure. 
Recognizing the Just claims of de- 


serving-Union soldiers, we heartily en- 
dorse the rule of the present commis- 
sioner of pensions that no names shall be 
arbitrarily dropped from the pension 
roll, and that fact of enlistment and 
service should be deemed conclusive evi- 
dence againat disease or disability be- 
fore enlistment. 
We .favor the admission of the terri- 
tories of Nau- Mexico and Arizona into 
the Union as stales, and we favor tha 
early admission of all the territories 
having the.necessary' population and re- 
sources to entitle them to statehood, and 
while- they remain territories we hold 
that the officials appointed to adminis- 
ter the government,of any territory, to- 
gether vrith the District of Columbia and 
Alaska, should be bona fide residents of 
the territory or district in which their 
dutlea-are to be performed.

We declare it to be the. unwritten law 
ot this republic, established by custom 
and usage of 100 years, and sanctioned 
by the examples of the greatest and 
wisest of those who founded and have 
maintained our government, that no 
man should be eligible for a third term 
of tre presidential office. 
The federal government should eara 
for and improve the Mississippi river 
anil other ffreat waterways of the re- 
public, so aa to secure lor the interior 
states easy and cheap transportation to 
tide waters. When any waterway of tha 
republic is of sufficient Importance to 
demand aid c-f the government, such aid 
should be extended upon a definite plan 
of continuous work until permanent im- 
provement Is secured.- 


Confident in the justice of our cauae, 
and the necessity of its success at the 
polls, we submit'the foregoing declara- 
tion of principles and purposes to tha 
considerate Judgment of the American 
people. We invite the support of all 
citizens who approve them and who de- 
sire to have them made effective,through 
legislation,-for the relief of the country's 
prosperity.
